vannly advocated the cause of "th* 
mother country" against ihe colonies. 


11 NovemU'r. 1777, he was arrested us 


a Tory, tried, convicted nud seuteuced 
to bo conQucd on board a guard chip 
and sent to England with his family 
within forty days.
